Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1,14, 44, and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Chuo-Ku et al. (EP 0 910 228 A1), Applicants' submitted prior art. 

Chuo-ku shows a structure of a device comprising a substrate 1 with a 
device region, wherein the device region comprising one cell; a cap 3 for 
encapsulating the device, the cap for encapsulating the device, the cap 3 creates 
a cavity over the region; and spacer particles 4 on the substrate to support the 
cap 3, wherein the spacer particles 4 comprising a base and an upper portion, 
and wherein the base is at least equal to the upper portion. 

Concerning claim 14, wherein the spacer particles comprise spherical 
shape which is considered as, for example regular/irregular shape, please see 
Fig. 1. 

Concerning claims 44 and 45, wherein the spacer particles comprises an 
average height to maintain the height of the cavity; and wherein the spacer

particles comprise a density to maintain separation between tlie height of the 
cavity, please see Fig. 1 , for example. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-13, 15-21 , and 43 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The applied reference fails to teach and/or suggest the limitations as set 
forth in claims 2-1 3, 1 5-21 and 43. 

4. Claims 46-48 are allowed.
